LONDON.

His Royal Highnefs the Duke of Gloucefter arrived in 
town from Oitend on Sunday evening at fix o’clock. He got 
to Oitend on Wednefday lait.. Previous to his Royal High- 
nefs's arrival, the Emperor ordered a military guard to attend 
his landing, ‘and he was received with all the honours due to a 
Prince of the blood royal of England. He was met by the

«© Commodore Joha‘tone arrived here the. 1oth inft. with 
the ‘fleet under his command, to water and take in freth provi- 
fions, with other neceffaries for the fick. We have had the 
finelt paffage, fo far, ever known by any feaman in the fleet, 
the wind always blowing in our ftern. Nothing remarkable 
happened betwixt Britain and this ; no fhips appeared to inter- 
cept us, nor no misfortune. In fhort, every thing has a pro- 
pitious appearance to bring on that day of glory and triumph, 
and conclude our expedition with honour to ourfelves, our 
King, and country, Our troops in general are healthy ; the 
fever has taken place oa board no other thip but ours; fix or 
feven have died fince we left Spithead, owing to the climate, 
falt provifions, and not being accuitomed to Fach long voyages.
